Fire, which may have originated from an overheated gas heater, start- 


ed in the hardening department of the Rex File plant at Newcomerstown 
and in spite of all efforts by the fire department and citizens of the village, 
completely destroyed the plant causing a loss estimateyd at approximately 
$200,000 and throwing 135 men out of work. 
So far as could be learned 


last night the loss is not covered by insurance. 
No one was injured.

Standing upon carpet lias a tendency 


to muffle tho voice, since 11 layer of 
inelastic and nonconducting material 
is tl>en interposed between the seat of 
voice production and the lloor, which, 
when it Is not covered, acts ns a sound 
board, taking up the vibrations nud 
giving increased effect aud distinctness 
to them. This can lie illustrated by 
placing a timepiece tlrst upon a rug or 
carpet and, then upon the bare floor. 
In the latter position the ticking is 
much louder, because the vibrations of 
the clock are then much more forcibly 
communicated to the floor and so to 
the air of the room and finally lo the 
ear by actual contact between tho 
clock and the floor. A carpet damps 
or kills these vibrations because it is si 
bad conductor of sound. 
The differ- 


ence, which is so audible in tins case, 
is in some degree to be detected when 
the voice is heard under similar con- 
ditions.
